“Language disorders in preschool! go underground and reap- 
pear as reading problems,” according to Katharine Butler. 

Butler spoke about “Language By, For and Of the Schools” 
in UNO's Eppley Auditorium Thursday. The speech was a part 
of tie College of Education Distinguished Lecturer Series. 

Butler discussed four types of talk children encounter as they 
move into schoo] — child talk, text talk, teacher talk and clinical 
talk 


Child talk is the speech of the child, according to Buticr. 

“New in language studies is the realization that culture and 
principle languageare tremendously importantas children move 
into school,” she said. 

Text talk is either oral or written, according to Butler. 

Teacher talk is something children do not always come to 
schoo! prepared for, Butler said. One way to help children adapt 
to teacher talk is “wait time,” she said. Wait time is allowing 
children time torespond. Butler gave the exampte that if she was 
ateacher, she would ask one studenta question, wait one second 
for a reply and then move on. 

“Some people suggest waiting three seconds,” Butler said. 
“This doesn’ t just help the children with language disorders, 
but it also gives gifted children time to elaborate their

UNO's student fees will increase for the 1992-93 academic 
year, 

The University of Nebraska Board of Regents approved 
Saturday the proposed Fund B budget, which increases UNO 
student fees to $50 per semester trom $48.75 per semester. 

UNO’s Fund B provides money for Campus Recreation, Co- 
Curricular Activities —- which includes men’s and women's 
athletics, campus musical groups and Health Services —and the 
Student Center. 

The $1.25 increase will be divided between Campus Recre- 
ation (25 cents), Co-Curricular Activities (50 cents) and the 
Student Center (75 cents). 

The budgets for the 1992-93 year are: 


Campus Recreation $498,016 
Student Center $515,376 
Co-Curricular 


Men's Athletics $345,673 


Women’s Athletics $190,965 
Campus Musical Groups $ 23,800 
Health Services $145,900 
Contingency $ 596 
Facilities Fee $ 26,247 


The entire Fund B budget is $1,746,546. 

The University of Nebraska Medical Center, University of 
Nebraska at Keamey (UNK) and the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln (UNL) also received student fee increases, The 1992-93 
per semester fees will be $72 at the Med Center, $99.75 at UNK 
and $161.11 at UNL. 

In other business: 

* The regents approved a joint doctoral program in educa- 
tional administration between UNO and UNL. 

The program will combine resources from both campuses, 
including faculty, library materials, data processing and support 
services.

Overcoming the effects of poverty and sub- 
standard education is the objective of one of 
Omaha's social support agencies. Through its 
efforts, the Omaha Housing Authority (OHA) 
has supported the educational endeavors of 
eight college students, four of whom currently 
attend UNO, 

The OHA strives to attain the goal of reduc- 
ing and ultimately climinating the cycle of 
people whoare bom into and remain in poverty, 
according to Juanita James, OHA’s resident 
relations manager. 

OHA's Resident Relations Program covers 
abroad spectrum of issues conceming improv- 
ing the quality of life for the families living in 
the 3,200 housing units it maintains, James said, 

In breaking the poverty cycle, resident rela- 
tions staff members work to instill a sense of 
pride and the hope that success is attainable in 
young people, she said. 

According to James, the program has been 
asserted more in the community since Robert 
Annstrong, OHA’ sexecutivedirector, assumed

the office in 1986. 

“When Robern Armstrong became OHA 
director almost six years ago, he went out and 
knocked on our residents’ doors and asked 
*Whatcan wedoto help make things better here 
for you'?” she said. 

“After that, he began asserting the belief that 
we have to do more than being about the busi- 
ness of housing folks,” she added. 

Amnstrong ultimately wanted to break the 
cycle of generation after gencration of peoptc 
living in subsidized housing and receiving wel- 
fare, James said. 

The Resident Relations Program increased 
in scope of responsibility, as well as personnel, 
from 1986 until the present, James said, This 
happencd as the staff members involved them- 
selves in supporting the growing needs of the 
residents. 

“Mr. Annstrong established a couple of 
positions during that time called resident rela- 
tions coordinators,” she said. “I worked the 
north side of the city, while another woman 
worked the south side.” 

“We've grown so much since then that we 


now have a resident relations department,” 
James said, “Our function today is toremoveall 
obstacles, basriers and excuses affecting our 
families.” 

‘The resident support effon, James said, in- 
cludes interfacing with all agencies, the school 
system and other social services to ensure 
residents receive all the help needed to eventu- 
ally gain self-sufficiency. 

“In addition to our main responsibilities, the 
resident relations department serves as a direct 
link between the residents and our executive 
director,” she said, 

The department serves as a liaison for prob- 
lems such as rent payments, and alcohol and 
drug violations in the residences, she said. 

“We interact with our alcohol and drug 
education and prevention coordinator, as well 
as our gang/youth coordinator when confront- 
ing issues in those areas,” James said, 

“We're the good guys. We do all the nice 
things and develop good working relationships 
with the city’s other agencies who provide 
assistance to our residents,” she added. 

OHA, in concert with focal businesses, have 


supported the Omaha Public Schools (OPS) 
District's Adopt-a-School program, James said. 
In this program, the businesses sponsor activi- 
tics for OPS students. 

James said resident relations staff not only 
regularly monitors school attendance of young 
people to ensure they are attending class, but 
also interacts with families to prevent potential 
attendance problems trom becoming chronic. 

“Ifaschool reports to us that one of our kids 
has been absent for more than a day or two, we 
go out to the residence and find out why,” she 
said. 

James said the resident relations staff works 
toeliminate any problems in order to retum the 
child to school as soon as possible. 

As an added incentive, students get some 
financial reward for exceptional school work 
and regular attendance, James said. 

“Any student having a pertect attendance 
during the school year will receive a $100 
savings bond,” she said. “We also give children

Policy intrudes in private life 


Dear Editor: 

I'm a student who just received the annual Standards of 
Conduct with Respect to Drug and Alcohol Use pamphlet 
from UNO in the mail. This year I decided to read it, I was 
appalled. 

Quotation from the pamphlet: 

“1. Standards of Conduct 

... the university has formulated standards of conduct for 
both its employees and its students which prohibit the 
following acts: 

.. (5) use of alcohol off University premises that ad- 
versely affects an employee's or student's work or academic 
performance, or an employee's or student’s safety or the 
safety of others;” 

It concems me greatly that the university has assumed 
responsibility for my success or failure atUNO. It concerns 
me even more that UNO extends that responsibility into my 
private life off university premises. 

By the wording of this document, Iam in direct violation 
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of university policy (and subject to disciplinary action) if I 
legally go out to a bar the night before an exam and I get a 
“C” instead of a “B” on the test because of it. 

UNO has no business dictating what | should or should 
not do off the university premises, on my own time. I am 
shocked that UNO has allowed academic freedoin and its

Complaints filed 
against Gate 


Student Sen. Mike Kennedy has written to the UNO 
Publications Committee to complain about “the unpro- 
fessional behavior" of a Gateway seporter. 

In a fetter dated April 8, Kennedy raised several 
objections toa March 10 Gateway article by reporter Kim 
Hansen titled “Senate to Fund ‘Secrets’ and an April 7 
Hansen article titted, “Senate OKs ‘Secrets’.” 

Among several issues, Keanedy alleged he was mis- 
quoted in the March 10 article. 

Concerning the April 7 article, Kennedy said it was 
mentioned that grievances bad been filed against him and 
other senators to the Senate’s Oversight Committee, 
however the story did not point out that one of the 
grievances was filed by Hansen. 

Gateway advisor James Fogarty said, “Kennedy's com- 
plaint has been placed on the agenda for an April 25 
meeting of the committee.” 

Hansen said in response tothe complaint, “lamconfident 
that I did not misquote Kennedy and as far as the other 
complaint goes, some editorial decisions were made that 
may need to be reconsidered. 

“I feel I have done nothing wrong.” 

Gateway Editor-in-chief Heidi Jeanne Hess said Kennedy 
made no formal complaints to her concerning the issues 
addressed in his letter.

AIDS. Actually, a reporter from USA Teday confronted Ashe 
with the cumors, forcing him into his announcement. 

Ashe, the only black to win the U.S. Open, the Australian 
Open and Wimbledon, has been out of the limelight of the tennis 
world since 1980. 

USA Today still considered Ashe enough of a public figure 
tojustify forcing him into revealing something he rather would 
have kept seeret. Ashe has been sick for several years, and 
many people took it for granted he had AIDS. 

But USA Today seems to have thought the public had a 
right, or maybe a need, to know about Ashe’s disease. Do we 
need to know? ; 

If Ashe had contracted 
AIDS throughsexordruguse, 
maybe the public needs to 
know.

Police said some of the whites in the crowd began to harass 
two black men, described by police as “innocent bystanders,” 
and a fight ensued. 

Police estimated that about 25 black students came to the 
two black men’s defense and fought with about 40 white 
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students, 

Two people suffered minor injuries and one window was 
broken in the scuffle. Immediately following the brawl, school 
officials imposed a curfew that was lifted the next day.

Spring means more than just the return of baseball and 
softball. It also marks the return of outdoor track and field. 

The UNO Lady Maverick track team traveled to Drake 
University to do some fast travel of their own at the Jim 
Duncan [Invitational last Saturday. 

In the 4x 100 meter relays, the Lady Mavs finished in ninth 
place from a field of 18 teams with atime of 50.5 seconds run 
by Kim Oster, Dawn Gumm, Linda Vondras and Billie Jo 
Antisdel. 

In other team relays, the Lady Mavs took fifth in a field of 11 
in the distance medley relay. Dana Ottoson, Barb Keefover, 
Mary Ann Weiberg and Gumm ran the event in 12:59.17. In the 
sprint medley relay, the quastet Keefover, Gumm, Antisdel 
and Vondras won third place among 11 competitors. 

In individual events, Vondras’ 12.7 second performance 
in the 100-meter dash put her in ninth place among 32 
sprinters. In the 100-meter hurdles, Oster finished 10th out of 
34 with a 15.71-second timing. In the 400-meter hurdles, 
Antisdel’s time of 1:10.59 resulted in a 12th-place finish 
among 27 runners. 

In the 3,000 meters Oitoson finished in the middie of the 
pack with a 11:14,03 performance among 32 runners. 

A16-foot, 10-inch leap by Vondras earned an eighth-place 
finish among 19 in the long jump. Angic Torgerson finished 
10th among 27 with a high jump of 5-1. 

The Lady Mavs’ next competition will be April 18 at the 
Doane College Relays in Crete. 
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shutting out Momingside College 5-0. 

UNO jumped out toaquick lead, as the first two hitters for the 
Lady Mavs scored in the first inning. 

Lyada Bartsch and Diahanna Armstrong both singled and 
later scored to give the Lady Mavs a2-0 lead, Both Bartsch and 
Armstrong scored again in die fifth, capping off a three-run 
fifth inning. Armstrong ted the team at the plate, going 2-3 with 
a RBI and a stolen base. 

After poor hitting against Pitsburg State, the Lady Mavs 
ended the day by slipping past Regis University 1-0. 

Pitcher Amy Boyd, 13-3-1, led the way giving up only two 
hits and striking out seven batters, 

The only run came in the fifth inning, when Michelle Strain 
tripled with two outs to score Amy Pick from first. 

“T thought we did a pretty good job with our pitching and 
defense,” Yori said. “But we need to work on our hitting and 
being able to adjust to the different pitching.” 

Cold weather behind them now, the Lady Mavs’ main focus 
is Tuesday's double-header with rival Augustana. The Lady 
Mavs have lost the last six times they have faced the team. 

“This will be a tough one for us,” Yori said. “We haven't 
beaten them all year, and it’s important that we play well against 
them.”

What makes the American League so much better than the 
National League? Itis not the new ballparks or the competition 
in the AL West. Itis the designated hitter (DH). 

On ESPN radio, I listened to Sports Hlastrated’s Steve Wulf 
talk about how much better baseball would be with inter-league 
play and climinating the DH. I don’t agree. 

Since it was implemented in 1973, the designated hitter has 
been the best thing for baseball since the catcher’s mask. It 
eliminated the sure out, the pitcher with the buck and a half 
batting average. The designated hitter has relieved pitchers the 
burden of going to bat, ali they have to worry about is pitching. 

It also has prolonged many careers. Orlando Cepeda and 
Hal McRae were two of the most prolific designated hitters of 
their time, and their careers lasted longer because of it. Reggic 
Jackson, Rusty Staub, Rod Carew and Don Baylor had very 
productive offensive numbers as batting specialists, They 
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would have been spending the last years of their careers on the 
bench in the National League because there wouldn’t have 
been a place for them in the starting lineup. 

Ifa club owner's payroll is $30 million or more, he better get 
the most from his players. The DH is a bonus for owning an 
American League team. Fans benefit by watching another 
quality hitter instead of apitcher, batting ninth, wearing a warm- 
up jacket, swinging at three pitches and then sitting down. 

It it wasn't for the DH, George Bell would spend morse time 
out of the White Sox batting order, George Brett would be a 
hitting coach, Dave Winfield would be in a broadcast booth and 
Kevin Mitchell wouldn'thave the opportunity to belt 50 homers. 

Another topic Wulf spoke of was inter-league play. That . 
would ruin the World Series. One unique quality the World ©. 
Series has is the two championship teams have not faced cach - 
other all year, with the exception of spring training. 

He said onc attribute of inter-league play is tans have the 
opportunity to watch the best players from both Icagues play. 
That may be so, but with free agency it is only a maticr of time 
until the fans have the chance to see all the players since they 
change teams almost every few years. 

.Wuif’s proposatofinter-league play shortens the season from — 
162 games to 156. Does that mean the players’ salaries will 
decrease with the number of games? The reduction of the scason — 
wouldcheatthe fans andthe television and radio stations thatpay 
dearly to broadcast the games. It is the fans and the networks 
which support the teams and make the high salaries possible.

Word knowledge is critical as children move higher up in 
school toward more complex writing, Butler said. 

Prior knowledge also is needed to lead to new knowledge. 

“Most children have envelopes of knowledge about what 
birthdays, Halloweens and Christmas are,” she said. “Children 
also have scripts in theirs minds about things like going to Burger 
King or McDonald's.” 

Teaching a language-leaming disabled child should begin 
with common knowledge and move out from there, she said. 

Butler is a professor and chair of the department of commu- 
nication disorders and sciences, and director of the center for 
language research at Syracuse (N.Y.) University. She has 
served as the dean of graduate studies and rescarch and as 
associate dean of professional studies at San Jose State Univer- 
sity. 

Butler is the past president of both the American Speech- 
Language-Hearing Association and the International Assccia- 
tion of Logopedics and Phoniatsics. She has been on the board 
of governors of the Council for Exceptional Children. 
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The program will be the first doctoral program where all 


classes would be offered at UNO. 


UNO Student President/Regent Mike Farquhar said he is 
pleased with tho decision and thinks it will open the way for 
additional doctorate programs. He said the regents and the Post 
Education Coordinating Commission are re-defining what UNO 
is, 

“It will define the areas UNO leads the state in and those will 
probably be the areas UNO will have doctorates in,” he said,

James said prejudices and stigmas attached to people living 
in low-income housing does not mean they are doomed to fail. 
Providing the opportunity to succeed will allow them many 
times not only to achieve, but also excel. 

‘What we are saying to our residents is ‘We'll make every 
effort to give you all the help you need to become self sufifi- 
cient’,” James said. “We also are saying to the community that 
if our kids are given the same academic opportunities as their 
higher-income counterparts, they can do just as well or even 
excel in some cases,” 
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
